That the joys of this blessed season 
may come to all of its readers, and that happiness and 
peace may rest upon each house into which the paper 
is received as a weekly yisitor, is the sincere wish of 
each and all of those whose labors unite to make the 
“Journal” what it is. 

Gen. Andrew Jackson, shortly after the battle of New 
Orleans, wrote an account of the engagement in a letter 
to James Monroe, afterward Prsident. This letter will 
be published, it is believed, for the first time, in an arti- 
cle on “Napoleon’s Interest in the Battle of New Or- 
leans,” in the January “Century.” In this battle, al- 
though the opposing forces were about equal, the Eng- 
lish lost 2,117 killed and wounded, while the American 
loss was only six killed and seven wounded. Mr. Mon- 
roe showed Gen. Jackson’s letter to Napoleon, and when 
the latter learned that the victory was mainly due to the 
deadly aim of the Americans, he planned the formation 
of troops of sharpshooters, armed with guns of the Amer- 
ican pattern. Waterloo prevented the carrying out of 
the scheme,

Friends of the Secretary’s proposition to Congress for 
additional battleships are beginning this early to fear that 
a hard fight will be made to prevent the incorporation 
of a paragraph in the measure reported by the House 
Naval Committee directing the construction of ves- 
sels of this type. There is no question of the necessity 
of more battleships, and the members of the committee 
know this to be a fact. ‘There seems to be some opposi- 
tion on the part of the Republican members to the 
proposition on account of the unusually large number 
of battleships the present Congress has appropriated for. 
The last Congress authorized the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky, but only appropriated $500,000 for commencing 
the work. During the last session an authorization of 
three battleships was made, making five in all that the 
Fifty-fourth Congress has been called upon to provide 
for. In view of the expenditure entailed, and the desire 
to limit the appropriations as much as possible, some of 
the majority of the committee are opposed to the author- 
ization of any additional battleships uuring this session. 
They do not seem to extend their opposition to torpedo 
boats, however, and there is every reason to believe that 
some of these craft will be authorized.

The Urgency Deficiency - pill reported Dec. 19 by Mr. 
Cannon from the House Committee on Appropriations 
has passed both honses and become a law. It 
provides $500,000 for the Bureau of Construction and 


Repair and $200,000 for the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing. A report from the Chief Constructor shows that 
he had available for all purposes Dec. 1, 1896, $395,000, 
and Dec. 15, only $267,000, out of his appropriation of 
$1,600,000 for the year ending June 30, 1897. As his 
expenditures for the five months of the year had been at 
the rate of $253,000 a month, and over $500,000 was re- 
quired for the work already authorized, his lot was not a 
happy one. In anticipation of the deficiency appropria- 
tion he has sent to the Secretary the following list of ves- 
sels for which work is being done, with the request that 
the Department will designate the sequence in which the 
vessels are desired, so that when an additional appropri- 
ation for use of this bureau is available, repairs may be 
completed on the various vessels in the order desired by 
the Department: Adams, Alliance, Amphitrite, Atlanta, 
Baltimore, boats and steam cutters for Naval Academy, 
Port Royal (U. S. S. Kentucky, to replace two cutters 
issued to Colombia), Castine, Charles, Columbia, Con- 
cord, Dolphin, Ericsson, Essex, Fortune, Franklin, In- 
diana, Katahdin, Marblehead, Miantonomoh, Michigan, 
Mohican, monitors, Monongahela, Montgomery, Newark, 
New York, Pensacola, Petrel, Ranger, Richmond, Terror, 
Texas, Vesuvius. The Steam Bureau asked for $372,- 
S867, explaining that “we can’t run these new ships, 
which have about ten times the power of the old ships, 
on the appropriation that sufficed for the old ones, It 
can’t be done. Every ship we have now has oh an aver- 
age three times as many cylinders and working parts 
for the main engines as were in the old ships; and be- 
sides this, there are ten times as many auxiliary en- 
zines.” On four ships alone, the Baltimore, Petrel, Con- 
cord and Charleston, $107,000 has been expended. There 
has been an unusual amount of money expended on the 
vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron, due to the prep- 
arations that have been making looking to the active 
service of the squadron. The sinking of the Texas and 
other work connected with her have added materially to 
the unexpected expenditures of the bureau for repair 
work. There has been a large expenditure so far on ac- 
count ef condenser and boiler tubes for the new ships, 
and at this moment there is a certain expenditure in. 
sight of $176,000, as follows: Four ships at Mare Isl- 
and, $107,000; for Olympia, $35,000; estimate for In- 
diana, Massachusetts, Oregon, Marblehead, Machias and 
sancroft, $30,000; Castine, $4,000. Following are ships 
that have been at Navy Yards during the current fiscal 
year for repairs other than slight ones; that is, for re- 
pairs costing upward of $2,000 each: Indiana, Maine, 
Newark, Terror, Bennington, Ranger, Massachusetts, 
Texas, Charleston, Katahdin, Concord, Vesuvius, New 
York, Baltimore, Amphitrite, Montgomery, Essex, Pe- 
trel, Columbia, Monterey, Monadnock, Marblehead and 
Castine. 
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The Dupont Powder Mills, at Carrery’s Point and 
Gibbstown, N. J., are working night and day to fill large 
orders for the Government for smokeless powder. Five 
new buildings are being added to the pa yg 8 Point 
plant. The supply of brown powder is ample, but there 
is only a limited quantity of the smokeless powder on 


hand. 


Torpedo boat No. 6 made her second builder's trial tri 
on Monday of this week from the yard of the Herresho 
Manufacturing Company, at Bristol, R. I. As she passed 
through Newport Harbor accompanied by the torpedo 
boats Cushing and Stiletto the boats were grouped and 
photographed. There was no attempt at speed on the 
art of the new boat. She was run under two boilers at 
half pressure. This developed a speed of 20 knots, with 
the engines turning 300 revolutions. There was no vi- 
bration and practically no wave. 


A correspondent writes: “I am very giad to see the 
proposition mooted to make Fort Wadsworth, on Staten 
Island, an Artillery School, up to date, supplied with 
the modern armaments and appliances, adequately gar- 
risoned, ete. Such a school, taken in conjunction with 
the artillery garrisons of Forts Hamilton, Hancock, 
Schuyler and Slocum, interchangeable, if you please, 
would be of immense benefit and would give an impetus, 
also, to the National Guard projects for heavy artillery 
regiments,” 





Notes from Fort Adams, R. L., in the Newport “Her- 
ald” of Dee. 22 are: The work of mounting the 15-inch 
gun in the water battery, at the south of the fort, was 
again taken up yesterday. Should the bicycle be intro- 
duced into the Army, as it is now the intention of Gen. 
Miles, there will be a big scramble among the men here 
to get into the “bicycle squad.’”’ There are about twen- 
ty-tive machines owned at the fort, and there are many 
men here who are good riders. There has been a bill 
prepared for presentation to Congress asking that ten 
“bikes” be purchased for each Army post, and if this 
goes through, Newporters may, before the close of an- 
other year, see a well drilled squad of regular “bikers.” 





It is the desire of the Navy Department to complete 
Dry Dock No. 3 at New York before the close of the 
present administration. The contract calls for its com- 
pletion about the middle of the present month, but the 
contractor showed sufficient reasons why he should be 
granted an extension of three months. As this will al- 
low the work to drag along into the new administration 
Commo. Matthews, chief of the Bureau of Docks and 
Yards, made a trip to New York last week to investigate 
the progress of the work and to settle some differences 
with the contractor. As a result of his visit, it is ex- 
pected that the dock will be fully finished in the course 
of the next six or eight weeks. The principal work yet 
to be done is dredging, which has been delayed by a dis- 
pute with the contractor, the removal of the old Walla- 
hout wall at the entrance to the dock and the extension 
ef the quay wall on either side of the entrance. Commo. 
Matthews brought the contractor round to his view of 
the dredging question and the work will now be pushed 
rapidly to completion. The work of replacing the dam- 
aged section pipes has been finished and the slight dam- 
age occasioned by the recent straining of the altars and 
piles from the presence of surface water and the action 
of quicksand, will be soon repaired at a comparatively 
small expense. Portions of the dock at Norfolk and Port 
Royal, both of which have been built but a few years, 
are almost completely honeycombed from the ravages of 
the teredo. Commo. Matthews proposes to protect the 
wood by sheet iron plates, 4% inch thick, over a cushion 
of felt, the cost of which will not exceed the limits of 
current appropriations. The dock at Puget Sound has a 
stone sill, and the docks at Mare Island, Boston and 
Work is soon to begin on a 
new tank house and pumping machinery at Port Royal. 


The machine shop at this station is nearing completion. 


RECENT DEATHS. 


Lieut. Kdwin C. Bullock, 7th Cav., who died recently 
at San Bernardino Ranch, Cal., of pneumonia, was an 
oticer of long and efficient service, appointed from New 
Jersey to the Military Academy in 1879, assigned to the 
ith Cav. on graduation, and promoted Ist Lieut. in 1891. 

Capt. George E. Lemon, of Washington, D. C., the 
well-known pension attorney, and for several years pub- 
lisher of The National Tribune, a paper devoted to the 
interests of the soldiers of the War of the Rebellion, 
died Dee. 18 at Coronado Beach, in California. Capt. 
Lemon earned his military title by service in the war. 
He amassed a fortune in the pension business. 

Lieut. Comdr. Henry Curtis Tallman, U. 8. N., who 
died at his home in New York, Dec. 19, was born in 
New York State and appointed to the Naval Academy 
Sept. 21, 1857. After graduation in 1861 he was at- 
tached tothe steam sloop Wachusettt, of the James 


River flotilla, and in 1862 to the West India 
squadron, was promoted Lieutenant, July 16, 
S62, and serving in the Southern Atlantic 


blockading squadron, 1863-64, serving in the engage- 
ments with the forts in Charleston in November, 33, 
and May, 1864. He was in the North Atlantic blockade 
squadron in 1864-65, being present at both attacks on 
Fort Fisher. He was promoted Lieutenant Commander 
July 25, 1866, and retired Oct. 9, 1872, for incapacity 
resulting from incident of service. Since retirement he 
has taken an interest in real estate, and was one of the 
owners of the Hotel Castleton, Staten Island. 














LAUNCH OF THE ANNAPOLIS. Ad 


The new composite gunboat "ea built at the 
Crescent Ship Yard at Elizabethport, N. J., was launched 
on Wednesday morning, Dec. 23. Miss Georgiana Por- 
ter christened the new vessel. A large party witnessed 
the launching and afterward partook of a collation in 
the ship yard offices. The Annapolis is one of the six 
composite gunboats authorized by act of Congress, July 
14, 1895, and is the fourth of these to be launched, the 
others being the Vicksburg, at ig om and Marietta. The 
Annapolis is barkentine-rigged, having only one screw, 
She is intended for patro! duty on stations where a little 
‘raft of good speed can be depended upon for instant 
service. The lower part of the hull of the Annapolis is 
of wood, sheathed with copper; the upper part is of steel, 
48 is also the frame. The deck is bound with light steel. 
She has a sail area of 11,500 square feet. Her length 
over all is 200 feet and between perpendiculars 168 feet. 
The mean draft is 12 feet. Her engines are of the ver- 
neal, direect-action, triple-expansion ‘ype. capable of de- 
veloping 800 horse-power and make 150 revolutions of 
he single serew a minute. Her contract speed is 12 
knots. The Annapolis has a very effective armament. 
Her main battery consists of six 4-inch rapid-fire guns, 
and the second battery of four 6-pounder and two 1- 
ounder rapid-fire guns. Of the main battery, one of 
he 4-inch guns is placed forward, one aft and one on 
ither side, amidships, and the 1-pounders on each side 
ft. The new gunboat will have a complement of nine 
ficers, ten marines and 125 seamen. 


FORT DOUGLAS, UTAH.

Thursday afternoon, Dec. 3, Gov. Heber M. Wells, of 
Utah, and staff returned the official! call of Col. J. T.

Early Sunday morning the residents of the post were 
awakened by the report of a cannon, followed by fire 
call.

An experimental test of a new t of dynamite shell 
was made on Spesdey of this week at Naval Proving 
Grounds at Indian Head, Md., by the American Ord- 
nance Company, representing the inventor, James K 
Bakewell, of Pittsburg, Pa. The shell was patented 
Dec. 1, and embodies two entirely new features in the 
application of dynamite to projectiles. These consist of 
the freezing of the nitro-glycerine in the shell, so that 
the gun may be fired with an ordinary charge of powder 
without any injury to the gun. This freezin allows the 
projectile to penetrate the plate a considerable distance 
before explosion. The other feature upon which a pat- 
ent was obtained is a slow burning fuse sufficiently in- 
sulated from the ~y'* ¢K-“ to prevent premature 
explosion, while the shell is traversing the designated 
distance, as in midair over fortifications, or against 
earthworks. Other patents have been applied for by 
the inventor, the features of which are for the present 
to be kept secret. The shell was fired from a 6-inch 
B. L. rifle, with an ordinary charge of black powder. 
It pierced a three-inch steel plate at a distance of 100 
yards, the initial velocity being 2,000 feet. The test was 
successfully repeated many times. Tests of long-range 
firing will be made within a few weeks, using guns of 
larger caliber. The experts present at the trial on 
Tuesday consider the results entirely satisfactory, and 
believe that the new features exhibited are of great 

ractical value. This is the first time dynamite has 
en fired fully in any but pneumatic guns, and in these 
explosion upon impact cannot be prevented. The inven- 
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tor is a patent attorney in Pittsburg, who has spent 
many years in the study of high explosives. He was re- 
tained as an expert in Europe in 1881, in the giant 
powder cases, by Nobel, the inventor of dynamite, and 
in many other similar cases since in this country and 
Europe. Many of his practical suggestions regarding 
the use of dynamite have been adopted by the opera- 
tors of mines and oil wells in many parts of the world.

2. Sentence of Confinement of General Prisoners.— 
Where a soldier while undergoing sentence of confine- 
ment imposed without dishonorable discharge was tried 
for a further offense and sentenced to dishonorable dis- 
charge and confinement, it was held by the Secret of 
War. June 20, 1879, that upon the date of his dishon- 
erable discharge the period of confinement under his 
prior sentence will terminate, leaving to be executed only 
the confinement imposed by the second sentence.—( 
cision reaflirmed by Sec. War, Noy.

HOLLOW-FORGED SHAFTS. 

The Bethlehem Iron Company, of South Bethlehem, 
Pa., has recently invaded a new field with their hollow 
forged shafts. They have been introducing them on 
the Mississippi and Ohio rivers for stern wheel steam- 
ers. Last week they closed a contract with the Pittsburg 
and Cincinnati Packet Line, of Cincinnati, Ohio, for a 
hollow forged nickel steel, oil-tempered shaft, 38 feet 9 
inches long, 14 inches outside diameter, with a 7-inch 


hole through it. Such a shaft is 3,5 unds lighter 
and 3% times stronger than the shaft which ordinarily 
would be placed in such a vessel, which would be made 
solid of wrought iron. This shaft goes into the new 
vessel which these people are having built at the Cin- 
cinnati Marine Railway, Cincinnati, Ohio. The Bethle- 
hem Iron Company also sold a shaft recently to C. Jutte 
& Co., of Pittsburg, Pa., through Shook, Anderson & 
Co. They are also arranging to put a similar shaft

In a paper recently read before the Western Society of 
Engineers, by Mr. H. F. Porter, general Western 
sales agent of the Bethlehem Iron Company, he spoke 
of these hollow forged shafts which he was introducing 
on the Mississippi and Ohio rivers, and said that as 
compared with a wrought iron shaft 14 inches in diam- 
eter and 30 feet long, whose strength would be taken as 
unity, a solid steel shaft would one-third stronger. 
A solid nickel steel shaft would 1% times stronger. A 
steel shaft of the same outside diameter with a Bh inch 
hole through it and oil-tempered would be twice as 
> A hollow nickel steel shaft of the same type 
would be three times as strong.. A hollow forged 
steel shaft of the same weight but of 22 inches diam- 
eter, with a 17-inch hole through it would be three times 
as strong, and if oil-tempered four and one-half 
times as strong. If made of nickel steel it would 
be six times, and if oil-tempered eight times as strong. 
There has been a great ay in the past of solid 
wrought iron shafts which break after short service, 
and when they break the accompanying loss is usually 
very large, and it is not surprising that owners of river 
boats should appreciate the advantages of this improved 
type of shaft. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS (SECOND SESSION. 


The following bill passed the Senate Dec. 17, 1876: 
“That the Secretary of the Treasury, by his accounting 


officers, is hereby authorized and directed on application 
being made by any person, or his legal representative, an 
officer or ex-officer of the U. 8S. Army and a graduate of 
West Point, or who, being an enlisted man at the time 
of such commission, has n commissioned as an officer 
in the regular Army, to readjust his accounts previously 
settled, and paid under an erroneous construction of law 
as subsequently declared by the Supreme Court of the 
United tates, and to pay any balance which may be 
found due in accordance with the law applicable thereto 
as construed by the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the cases of Capts. Morton and Watson against the 
United States.” 

The Senate on Dec. 17 passed Senate bill 1,721 to 
allow Maj. Wm. M. Maynadier, U. S. A., $3,726.50, the 
amount paid by him into the Treasury, in liquidation 
of a deficiency in his accounts as Paymaster at Prescott, 
Ariz., caused by robbery by his clerk, D. D. Chandler, 
April 3, 1876. The guilt of Chandler was shown by the 
findings and report of a board of inquiry appointed by 
Gen, Kautz, commanding the military department, to in- 
vestigate the circumstances of the loss. Maj. Mayna- 
dier is to be further reimbursed for the sum of $100 
paid for the arrest of Chandler, the restoration of both 
sums having been recommended by the board of inquiry. 

th of these bills were in the House on the same day 
and referred to the Committee on Claims. During the 
discussion on the first of these measures Mr. Bailey 
expressed his “astonishment” at the decision of the Su- 
preme Court holding that a man “was serving the Gov- 
ernment in the Army during the time it was paying 
him for the privilege of educating him” at the Militare 
Academy. 

Senator Hawley, chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs, had a conference with two members 
of the House Militia Committee on Monday in regard 
to the bill for the transfer of the Springfield ritles to the 
National Guard. As a result, the Senator speaks con- 
fidently of the passage of the bill. He wil! bring it to 
the attention of the Senate immediately after the holi- 
days, and it will then be sent to the ese where it 
will taken care of by the members of the Militia 
Committee with whom he has talked. 

Senator Stewart has introduced a bill for the relief of 
Capt. George W. Goethals, C. E. The bill provides for 
the passage of voucher number four of his accounts for 
disbursements for the fourth quarter of 1892, appropria- 
tion for improving the Tennessee River below Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee, Alabama and Kentucky. 

The House on Saturday passed the Urgency De- 
ficiency, which contains appropriations for $700,000 for 
continuing the repair work on vessels of the Navy under 
the direction of the Bureaus of Construction and Repair 
and Steam Engineering. The House has passed the 
Senate bill authorizing and directing the Secretary of 
the Interior to place on the pension roll the name of 
Ira Harris, a Lieutenant Commander of the Navy, and 
pay him a pension of $30 per month. . 

The Speaker of the House has signed the bill to in- 
crease the pension of Mary L. Bacon, widow of the late 
George B. Bacon, late Lieut. Comdr., U. 8. N. The 
bill for the relief of Capt. Francis A. uter, U. 8. A.., 
retired, passed the House on Friday last. ‘The House 
passed on Friday the Senate act granting an increase 
of pension to Charlotte O. Van Cleve, widow of Gen. 
Horatio P. Van Cleve. 

The House gave consideration, but passed over with- 
out prejudice the bill for the relief of James Bigler, 
whieh directs the seqsteumiastere Department to in- 
vestigate the alleged destruction and taking by the 
United States authorities for the use of United States 
troops, from May, 1862 to 1865, a certain property al- 
leged to have been owned by the claimant. 

The Committee on the Whole of the House on Friday 
last directed a favorable report to the House on this 
bill, appropriating $12,474.72 to pay to the crews of the 
U. S. gunboats Kineo and Chocura, salvage money, their 
due on account of saving and taking up forty-nine bales 


of cotton in 1864. The committee also favorably re- 
vorted this bill for the relief of Lieut. Eugene Oscar 
Fechet, who resigned from the Army in 1875, It gives 


him $975.47, the sum found to be due him by the Pay- 
master General of the Army under the principles of the 
Watson case. 

The House Committee on Pensions has recommended 
the passage of the bill increasing the pension of Henry 
A . Worth, from $30 to $72 per month. 

The House Committee on Judiciary, through Repre- 
sentative Updegraff, has made a favorable report on the 
hill for the relief of John N. Quackenbush, late U. 8. N. 
It is the intention of Mr. Uptogred to make a strong 
effort to secure the passage of this bill in neat of time 
for its consideration by the Senate and by the President 
in case it should be laid before the latter official for 
approval. 

ihe Committee on the Whole ordered favorable re- 
ports to the House on the bill granting a pension of 
$100 a month to hanny Moale Gibbon, widow of the 
late Maj. Gen. John Gibbon, U. 8. A.; granting an in- 
crease of pension to $50 per month to Clara L. Nichols, 
widow of Byt. Maj. Gen. W. A. Nichols, U. 8. A.; Sen- 
ate bill granting a pension of $50 per month to Sarah 
Ek. Comly, widow of Clifton Comly, late Major Ord. 
Dept., U. 8S. A.; granting a pension of $25 per month 
to Annie E. Nolan, widow of Nicholas Nolan, late 
Major, 3u U. 8. Cav. 

In their report on the Military Academy Appropria’ 
bill for 1897.98 the House Committee on Military o 
fairs say: The expenditures for new works, which prac- 
tically cover the increased appropriations of this year as 
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recommended by your committee and as compared with 
the appropriation for the year ending June 30, 1897, seem 
to be absolutely necessary to give a proper supply of pure 
water. 

The House adjourned on Tuesday for the holidays and 
left the Military Academy bill still on the calendar. The 
measure will be brought up immediately after the holi- 
day recess and a few days will suffice, it is believed, for 
its consideration. 

A disagreement of the two Houses on the bill granting 
an increase to Celeste A. Boughton, widow of Brig. Gen. 
Horace Boughton, of the Army, was reported to the 
Senate on Monday. A motion for a further conference 
was agreed to. 

The House passed on Monday the Senate bill granting 
a pension of $30 per month to Caroline S. Baker, widow 
of John Howard Baker, late Assistant Engineer, U. 8. 
Navy. 

The Speaker of the House and Vice-President have 
signed the bill granting an increase of pension to Mary 
lL. Bacon, widow of George B. Bacon, late Lieutenant 
Commander, U. S. Navy. 

The House Committee on Militia has made a favorable 
report on the bill which has passed the Senate, S. 1,169, 
authorizing the Secretary of War to issue Springfield 
rifles to each State and Territory for the National Guard 
there, in exchange for other rifles now held. The report 
is a copy of the one submitted by the Senate committee 
and published in the “Journal” at the time. 

The Senate has passed the bill allowing P. A. Surg. 
Joseph J. Kinyoun to accept the Order of the Liberator 
from Venezuela, in recognition of scientific services. 

The Senate passed on Monday the bill to authorize 
Comdr. E. 8. Houston to accept a portrait of the Em- 
peror of Germany; Lieut. Col. W. H. Forwood to accept 
a case of surgical instruments tendered to him by the 
Argentine Government, and Adml. T. O. Selfridge, Capt. 
G. H. Wadleigh, Lieut. Comdr. E. H. Gheen, Paymr.:J. 
B. Redfield, Lieut. J. J. Hunker, Surg. D. N. Bertolette, 
and Ensign R. L. Russell to accept medals presented to 
them by the Russian Government. 

Senator Squire announced in the Senate on Monday 
last that he proposed to ask at an early date for the con- 
sideration of the bill (S. 1,159) to provide for fortifica- 
tions and other seacoast defenses. ‘ 

Senator Gallinger presented a petition on Monday 
signed by prominent citizens of Portsmouth, N. HL., ask- 
ing that the historic old ship Constitution be rebuilt. 
Senator Chandler advocated this action.

PROSPECTS FOR AN ARMY INCREASE. 

Senator Hawley made this significant announcement 
in the Senate on Friday last: “I beg leave to give 
notice that as soon as may be convenient after the holi- 
days I shall ask the Senate to consider the bill (S. 2849) 
to promote the efficiency of the militia and the bill 
(S. 2202) to reorganize the line of the Army, etc.” As 
was exclusively stated in the “Journal,’ Senator Haw- 
ley is now writing his report on both the measures he 
referred to in his statement and they will be submitted 
immediately after the first of the new year. Senator 
Hawley believes there is some chance for the passage 
of the National Guard measure and intends to push it 
as much as possible. Concerning the chances of the 
Army reorganization bill he speaks much more encour- 
agingly since conferring with the Chairman of the 
House Committee, Mr. Hull, op the subject. Mr. Hull 
believes that there is an excellent prospect for the pass- 
age of a personnel bill for the Army and both he and 
the Senator are warm friends of the military service 
and are as anxious as anybody that something be done 
to make the Army more efficient. We do not doubt 
that a bill can be passed if the chairmen of the two mili- 
tary committees unite in an energetic and hopeful effort 
to push it through Congress. ‘The session is so snort 
and the pressure on behalf of other measures is so con- 
stant and urgent that good generalship is required to 
accomplish anything. But much is gained when Charr- 
man Hawley and Chairman Hull unite their efforts. 

“The talk I had with Senator Hawley,” said Mr. Hull 
to the “Journal’ correspondent just before his departure 
for his home to spend the Christmas holidays, “leads 
me to believe that there.is a splendid chance now for the 
Army reorganization bill. Senator Hawley proposes to 
report the measure immediately after the Christmas 
holidays. My committee will commence work upen the 
bill at its first session in January and it will be reported 
as quickly as possible so that it can _be passed by the 
House without loss of time. The Lamont bill, with 
some changes, seems to me to be the best scheme yet 
resented, and the differences between the measure the 
House agrees upon and that which the Senate Commit- 
tee will report will, I bope, be satisfactorily adjusted 
without much trouble. I am extremely anxious that 
there should be reorganization of the personnel of the 
Army and intend to do all in my power to secure this 
result during the present season.” The Journal has 
already indicated some of the prospective changes that 
will be made in the bill before it is finally reported to 
the House. 





AN ARTILLERY PROTEST. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” | 

We find in the “Journal” of Noy. 28: “An artillery 
correspondent, evidently a pessimist, writes: “The biggest 
people in the Army cannot consider the artillery in any 
other light than red-legged infantry. But it will be a 
long time before the artillery will be artillery.’ Have pa- 
tience a little longer and the taunt of red-legged infantry 
will be effectually stopped. We have great hopes that 
ere many moons the heavy artillery of our Army will 
be all professionally that its name implies.” 

How? Why so mysterious and brief? 

Who your correspondent may be is unknown, but he 
echoes artillery opinion. 

Gen. Schofield in his report for 1890 suggests that steps 
be taken without delay to organize heavy artillery forces 
from the States. “Regimental organizations,” he says, 
“for such artillery batteries are not necessary, and prob- 
ably not desirable at the present time, although there is 
no objection to such organizations if the State authori- 
ties prefer them.” The General had suggested just pre- 
viously “that steps be taken without delay to organize 
in all of the seaboard States a due proportion of heavy 
artillery battalions.” . . . 

Recommendations from high authority looking to the 
formation of companies of infantry or troops of cavalry, 
coupled with the intimation that regimental organizations 
for these forces were not necessary or desirable, would 
be remarkable indeed. . 

Under the policy inaugurated some few years since, we 
find infantry and cavalry, year by year, brought more 
and more together, and to such extent that already more 
than a third of the infantry regiments are serving as 
units as they will in the field. In the case of the artil- 
lery, we find no regimental assemblages, nor will we. 
Who ever heard in our last war, or will in the next, of a 
regiment of regular artillery serving yo | under its 
senior field officer—present is hardly the applicable word 
here, as the question at once arises, present where? We 
find the regiment, in war, scattered everywhere, some as 
horse artillery, some as mounted artillery, some as foot 
artillery in permanent defenses or in the field; Colonels 
and other field officers here and there; the regimental 
headquarters, consisting of the records and sergeant ma- 
jor somewhere else. All this existed, and will again, be- 
enuse from the nature of things in the United States, 
the battery, in the regular service, is the true artillery 
unit, and there is no getting around the fact. There is 
no military conception greater in absurdity than that of 
horse, foot and dragoons in regiments of battalions. 

Our artillery is like the Texan’s pistol and when the 
war eomes, that will surely some sooner or later, the 
most pressing artillery requirement (aside from a good 
administrative system) will be for skilled officers and 
non-commissioned officers for batteries of, say, 

Instead of looking this fact squarely in ee 
posed legislation contemplates mutilation as to the for-

In- 
stead of looking to modern artillery conditious, which,

Capt. Nat. P. Phister, 1st Inf., secretary and treas- 
urer U. S. Infantry Society, in his annual report, datéd 
Fort Leavenworth, Nov. 7, states that the paid-up mem- 
bership of the society is 124, there being“16 other mem- 
bers in arrears.

MAGAZINE PISTOLS. 


Inventors of small arms have for years been seeking 
to perfect a magazine pistol to replace the low-powered 
revolver now in general use, and in which smokeless 
powder cannot be used with proper effect. The Mann- 
licher repeating semi-automatic pistol is one that has 
been placed in the hands of troops of European coun- 
tries for practical tests. It may be made light and 
sighted to an effective range of 500 or 600 yards and has 
been made of .296 inch ond .256 inch as well as_ with 
smaller calibers. It is of the double-acting, self-ce 
type; its magazine carries nine cartridges, stagge 
filled from clips, according to the Mauser system, by str 
ping the cartridges off. The clips contain five caries, 
and the upper or tenth charge is entered In the 
by the backward movement of the barrel after chargin 
the magazine. The barrel has a forward and backw 
movement in a sleeve upon the frame, this movement be- 
ing somewhat greater than the length of the cartridge. 
Upon firing, the barrel is carried forward by the bul 
and the cartridge case is held fast until the barrel nearly 
reaches its full throw, when the extractor ejects the case 
and a new cartridge is fed up to the receiver. The ac- 
tion of a spring, within the sleeve, then drives the barrel 
to the rear, the cartridge enters the chamber, the ham- 
mer is bronght to half-cock, and the barrel is closed. A 
pull upon the trigger is required to full-cock the piece and 
to fire. Five rounds can readily be charged and fired in 
five seconds. ‘The pistol has strong ballistic qualities. 
For caliber .296 the initial velocity is 725 foot-seconds. 
Its precision is good and its perforating power po | 
sheet plates .00S inch thick, spaced at intervals ef!

During the past year there has been a considerable in- 
crease in the use of electricity for the control of tur- 
rets and guns on war ships. In this appliance the French 
have taken the lead. Spain, Russia and Denmark have 
also taken up the subject, and in each of these coun- 
tries turrets of this type have been built or are building. 
Hydraulic appliances for these purposes are being su- 
perseded by electric control, especially in France. There 
is a gain in weight and a lack of cumbersomeness in the 
electric system and the electric leads are more easily 
preteeted than the many water pipes under pressure in 
the hydraulic appliances. The credit of the develop- 
ment of the use of electricity in this connection is large- 
ly due to the Société des Forges at Chantiers de la 
Méditerrannée, The success of the Chilean ship Capitan 
Prat, built by this firm induced the French Government 
to adopt the electric system for the Latouche-Tréville 
and the Jauréguiberry. Gun carriages for the turrets 
ef the Danish ship Skiold, carrying 24 centimeter (9.45 
inches) and 12 centimeter (4.72 inches) Krupp guns, 
have recently been built by the French company. In 
the case of the larger gun elevating is done by hand and 
training by electricity, and the ammunition is hoisted 
by electricity, or by hand. The two 24-centimeter guns 
have return mounts. The turrets of the Skiold are bal- 
anced, thus reducing to a minimum the power required 
te rotate them. For revolving the 24-centimeter gun 
turrets the capacity of the machinery is about 15 horse- 
power and for the smaller guns about 3 horse-power. 
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ARMY REPORTS. 


Brig. Gen. James W. Forsyth, in his annua! report, 
briefly alludes to the operations of his command, and re- 
fers to the accompanying reports for particulars as to 
the work of the staff departments. All the cavalry, 
light artillery and infantry serving in the department 
were on marches and in camp during the year. The con- 
dition in respect to discipline during the year has been 
excellent. 

Brig. Gen. Zenas R. Bliss, commanding Department 
of Texas, says in his annual report: 

The condition of affairs in the department has been 
such as to demand no active operations of the troops, 
and their movements have been limited to changes of 
stations, practice marches, and attendance at the en- 
campment of the State Volanteer Guard at Tyler, Texas. 
There have been no complaints of depredations of any 
kind committed in any part of the State; no thefts of 
cattle or other raids along the Rio Grande, and I have 
never known a more desirable condition of affairs, or 
more cordial relations between the inhabitants of the 
north and south banks of the river than now exist. This 
is due in some measure to the presence of the troops on 
both sides of the river, but principally to the improve- 
ment in the class of inhabitants and the promptness 
and justness with which the laws of each country are 
enforced. * * * The troops of the command have 
been promptly and regularly paid, and the new system 
of payments by check seems to work satisfactorily to all 
concerned. The troops of the department have made 
practice marches or changed stations by marching. 
* * * The post exchanges at the various posts have been 
in successful operation during the year, and have added 
greatly to the comfort of the men. In the lyceums the 
prescribed course of studies has been pursued, and es- 
says have been written by officers at the posts, with the 
usual excellent results. * * * Attention is respect- 
fully invited to the remarks of the Adjutant General 
of the Department in regard to clerks at Department 
Headquarters, which are concurred in and approved. 
The present laws bear especially hard and apparently 
unjustly discriminate against this class of men.’”’ The 


report contains a detailed statement of military opera- 
tions in this department. 
Brig. Gen. Elwell S. Otis, Department of the Colum- 
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bia, says in his annual report: “The force which was 
sent to the Nez Perces Indian Reservation, as commu- 
nicated in my last annual report, returned to its sta- 
tion at Fort Walla Walla on Sept. 14, having success- 
fully performed the duties entrusted to it; and since that 
date very little detached service of importance has been 
required of the troops. The recent fishermen’s strike on 
the lower portion of the Columbia River, which threat- 
ened to be quite serious in its consequences, was admi- 
rably repressed by the States of Washington and Ore- 
gon, which successfully employed their National Guards 
for protection and restraint. The soldier of to-day is 
better fed and clothed, has better barrack conveniences 
and more time to devote to his individual improvement 
and recreation than ever before. He is doubtless more 
fully instructed in strictly military duty and is better 
armed than ever before, and if animated by the right 
spirit he should show a correspondingly increased ef- 
ficiency, as, I believe, he does. At all the posts a gen- 
eral contentment prevailed, in so far as I was able to 
judge.” 

The drill-hall and gymnasium combined is deemed an 
essential requisite of every post. Gen. Otis does not be- 
lieve that an armed force is now essential for the safety 
and prosperity of the inhabitants of Alaska. The Navy 
and Treasury vessels which ply its waters and the excel- 
lent marine detachment at its capital enable the civil 
power to hold the natives in check and to signally ob- 
struct lawlessness on the part of its large floating white 
population. 

From the Cavalry and Light Artillery School at Fort 
Riley, Kan., Col. A. K. Arnold, 1st Cav., commanding, 
reports that all officers and soldiers have exhibited the 
greatest interest and zeal in the performance of all 
duties and drills pertaining to the course of instruction 
followed. 

Col. Royal T. Frank, Ist Art., Commandant U. S. 
Artillery School, says: “The discipline of the school 
is believed to be excellent. Professional zeal, devotion 
to duty and obedience to military requirements animate 
both officers and enlisted men. There has been no se- 
rious infraction of discipline, and the enlisted strength 
of the command is kept constantly near its maximum 
chiefly by enlistments made at the post. Outdoor sports 
and athletics of all kinds.are encouraged and participated 
in by .the men, and due attention is given to their sys- 
tematic physical training.” 


If the report in a St. Louis paper is correct, Lieut. 
Col. Louis Cass Forsyth, Deputy Q. M. General, has 
been indulging in some remarks that are more frank, per- 
haps, than discreet; but then you cannot always tell 
what a man says from what a reporter tells us he said. 
According to this story, the Colonel said, speaking of 
the 3d Cavalry: “There is an unfortunate element in it, 
and when they can’t quarrel with their commanding of- 
ficer or somebody else, they quarrel among themselves. 
It is a good deal like a college fight, which has been 
going on for years, through different generations of stu- 
dents, and although nobody knows what it started 
about, they still take sides. It has always been a hard 
regiment to get along with, and I think that the present 
disturbance is largely a result of that feeling, with an 
undercurrent of subtile work. I don’t blame Col. Henry 
at all, and think an injustice has been done him. I can't 
make a charge against anybody, but merely say that it 
is my opinion that the disturbance is the result of a 
semi-feudal feeling. From what I can learn from of- 
ficers not directly connected with the post, I don’t think 
there is any possibility of its removal or abandonment.” 


One of the most imposing battlefield monuments ever 
erected in this country has been completed by the New 
York Monument Commission at Chattanooga, Tenn. It 
is located on an elevation of about sixty feet, known 
as Orchard Knob, in the city of Chattanooga, and is 
intended as a memorial to the New York commands of 
the Eleventh Army Corps. 
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BULLDING FOREIGN VESSELS IN AMERICAN 


YARDS. 

The Scientific American properly describes the placing 
of orders for Japanese warships with the Cramps Ship 
Building Company and the Union Iron Works as a no- 
table event in American ship building. It says: “It 
marks a forward step in the development, or, rather re- 
habiliation of our maritime interests, as notable in its 
way #8 the floating of the first steel cruisers of our new 
Navy some dozen or more years ago, or the recent suc- 
cessful trials of our first-class battleships during the 
past twelve months. It means that, in the estimation 
of the youngest and most progressive of the naval pow- 
ers of the world, our work is fully up to the standard 
of the oldest and most experienced yards of Europe. 
Not, however, that we needed any such indorsement. 
Ships like the battleship Indiana, the armored cruiser 
Brooklyn, and the protected cruisers Minneapolis and 
Columbia, are as fine vessels of their class as are to be 
found afloat to-day; but, still there is one circumstance 
which gives special importance to the action of the Ja- 
panese in placing this order with us, and this is that 
they have but lately emerged from a war in which their 
victories were won by the type of vessel which they are 
now having built in American yards. They are, there- 
fore, specially qualified to judge of its value, and would 
naturally wish to place the order with those firms which 
ure best qualified to carry it out. The contracts were 
awarded after mature deliberations, and a thorough con- 
sideration of plans submitted by European builders, the 
Japanese commissioners having first visited the various 
shipbuilding yards in this and other countries.” 

“The securing of these contracts is another evidence 
of the wisdom shown by the Government in decreeing 
that the ships of the new United States Navy should 
be built in American yards and entirely of American 
material, It required some courage to do this at a 
when the cost of building warships was much 
greater in this country than in tiurope, the art 
being yet in its infanty. And yet in no other way 
could the nayal shipbuilding industry have been re- 
suscitated in this country. The enormous first cost of 
the necéssary plant for the manufacture of armor and 
machinery would have prevented any private corpora- 


time 


tion from undertaking its erection, unless they were 
sure that a certain amount of orders would be 
forthcoming each year. And, although the earlier 


ships were costly, it was not long before the many im- 
proved and labor-saving methods which American es- 
tablishments introduced into the manufacture of ships, 
guns and armor enabled them to make a rapid redué- 
tion in the price of their bids for Government work.” 
We may add that it is further evidence of the wisdom 
of giving contracts for ships to private yards, instead of 
concentrating that work in our Navy Yards. As our con- 
temporary says: “There is no greater stimulus to the 
creation of a merchant marine than is offered by a lib- 
eral policy of naval shipbuilding. The costly plant, the 
expert workmen and the skilled designers which are es- 
sential to the success of naval yards, whether public or 
private, exercise a powerful stimulus upon the general 
shipbuilding interests of the country. The firm that 
can build an Indiana or a Massachusetts is well 
equipped for the construction of a St. Paul or a St. 
Louis. There ought to be no reason why we should not 
compete for Atlantic liners as successfully as we have 
done for these Japanese warships. At the last visit of 
the British ironmasters to this country they freely ad- 
mitted that manufactured product was turned out more 
cheaply in this country than was possible at home, and 
this, in spite of the higher wages. They attributed the 
difference to improved machinery, skillful administration 





and greater efficiency of labor. There is no reason to of the University and another of its Presidents, ee 


suppose that we have reached the limits of progression 
along these lines in our shipbuilding industry, and it is 
reasonable to look for a time, not far distant, when 
orders for European passenger and sailing ships will be 
freely placed in American yards.” 

No such results would have been possible had not our 
Government shown a liberal policy in dealing with our 
present shipyards, nor could the work of rebuilding 
our Navy have progressed so rapidly as it has. 


THE MONITOR PURITAN. 


The steel-clad monitor Puritan which was put in com- 
mission at New York on Thursday afternoon, Dec, 10, 
has been under construction intermittently for over 
thirty years. Her original design has been radically 
changed, and she is regarded by naval experts as one of 
the most formidable vessels in the Navy. Her measure- 
ments are as follows: Length on load water line, 298% 
feet; extreme breadth, 60 feet 14% inches; mean draught, 
18 feet; displacement, 6,060 tons; engines, twin screw, 
triple expansion, compound type, to furnish 3,700 horse 
power. She will carry 400 tons of coal and is capable of 
an average speed of 12.54 knots. Her cylinders are 50 
and 86 inches in diameter, with a 42-inch stroke. The 
Puritan’s detail of officers is as follows: Commanding 
officer, Capt. John R. Bartlett; executive officer, sieut. 
Comdr. James R. Selfridge; navigator, Lieut. Austin M. 
Knight; chief engineer, George Cowie; lieutenants, S. B. 
Cook, William B. Whittelsey and G. L. P. Stone; en- 
sign, R. H. Jackson; paymaster, Reah Frazer; pay clerk, 
J. Apdyke. The Puritan will shortly identify herself 
with Admiral Bunce’s squadron, and will proceed to 
Newport News, where everything is in readiness. 

The Puritan is a monitor of the same type as the 
Amphitrite and Monterey, though larger than 
either. Her exposed parts consist of two heavy pro- 
tected turrets, that are of sufficient strength to resist 
everything but the projectiles of the largest guns afloat. 
The original hull of the Puritan was built under the di- 
rection of John Ericsson, and was turned over to the 
Government in 1864. It was taken to League Island, 
where it remained until 1876. In 1875 John Roach re- 
ceived the contract to build five vessels of this type, and 
the hull of the Puritan was taken up by him at his yard 
at Chester, Pa. Much of the old material was utilized 
in the new vessel. The appropriation having run out, 
work was suspended till 1882, when money was provided 
and construction resumed. The Puritan went to the 
New York Navy Yard under her own steam in July, 
1889, where it was decided to equip her with modern 
guns and modern armor-plate. Her armor is of Harvey- 
ized steel, and her conning tower, also of steel, weighs 
47 tons. Her turrets contain 12-inch guns each, which 
fire shells of 1,000 pounds, with a charge of 500 pounds 
of powder. The secondary battery consists of four 6- 
inch rapid-fire guns, six 6-pounder Hotchkiss rapid-fire 
guns and two 1-pounder Hotchkiss guns. The hydraulic 
system is used in handling the guns and ammunition 
and operating other belongings to the vessel.

The city of Newport has appropriated $40,000 for the 
improvement of the southeast part of the harbor. The 
preliminary plan submitted to the voters contemplated 
the filling in of seventeen acres, surrounded on three 
sides by a granite sea wall. At the request, however, of 
the Park Commissioners, Mr. Cope Whitehouse appeared 
before them and submitted a series of plans, sections 
and estimates prepared by himself, for projected improve- 
ments extending from the “Little Lime Rocks” in the 
harbor to the ocean at Bailey’s Beach, which he placed 
at the disposal of the commission without charge. He 
proposes to make Little Lime Rocks the cone of an is- 
land breakwater, with a graveled bathing beach on the 
northern side. The basin to be dredged inside would 
supply the necessary material, and small yachts could be 
moored in water undisturbed by even a ripple—a great 
advantage at night. The foreshore thus protected would 
only require riprap and steps for landings, while about 
six acres, raised two feet above the present level, would 
make an esplanade on which carriages could stand. The 
avenue itself, 2,400 feet in length, provided with an ar- 
bored walk of clipped trees and seats, would be a marine 
promenade of unrivalled beauty. At the west end a reef 
200 feet long could be converted into a pier, and an aqua- 
rium of simple construction, with tanks betwen two 
walls, form also a covered promenade facing the south- 
east. A part of the foreshore adjacent would be en- 
closed by wall, and large fish placed in open pools. The 
advantage of this scheme from a taxpayer’s point of 
view is, that by merely adapting and supplementing by 
simple and inexpensive works, the remarkable physical 
features of this part of the harbor to various require- 
ments, a large number of interests can be reconciled, at 
a cost to Newport of considerably less than the original 
appropriation. The United States Government has a di- 
rect interest through its proprietary rights over the “Lit- 
tle Lime Rocks.” The spindle would be replaced by an 
ornamental lantern. The indirect interest of the Gov- 
ernment lies in the advantage of increasing the harbor 
facilities for larger vessels, by making over twenty acres, 
on much of which there is now less than a foot of water 
at low tide, available for all boats drawing less than five 
feet. A survey is now in progress.

for instance, he was the first to advocate publicly the in- 
troduction of electricity for lighting purposes on board 
ships of war. He won the gold medal of the U. 8. Naval 
Institution in the Prize Essay Competition of 1879, on 
Naval Education; he has lectured before various insti- 
tutions on the subject of Time, and prepared a paper 
for the Franklin Institute of Philadelphia, on ‘ The 
Electrical Distribution of Time,’ which was republished 
in the ‘ Scientific American,’ as a ‘valuable contribution 
to the literature of the subject.’ ”

WATER TUBE BOILERS—LIQUID FUEL. 


The year book of the Office of Naval Intelligence just 
issuéd, contains some interesting observations on the re- 
sult® of experiments during the past year with water 
tube boilers for marine purposes. High authorities still 
differ widely regarding the relative merits of Scotch and 
water tube boilers, and on the efficiency of the various 
types of the latter. Mr. Durston, Engineer-in-Chief, of 
the British Navy, is of the opinion that water tube boil- 
ers may well be employed in the navy in many cases. 
He thinks water tube boilers have the general advan- 
tage of lightness, of great importance in certain types 
of war vessels where the development of the highest 
possible form for short spurts is a requisite, and this 
power is required on the lowest possible weight of ma- 
chinery. The usual power exerted on service of the naval 
ship is but a small proportion of the full power, and the 
British engineer thinks such small powers cannot be de- 
veloped in a large engine with economy, and believes 
that the reduced size of the engine is more productive of 
economy at the low cruising powers which the vessel ex- 
erts during the greater part of her career. 

A series of experiments recently made at Devonport, 
England, to determine the distribution of temperature 
over the tubes and tube plates of boilers showed that 
tubes remained tight up to a temperature of 750° F., 
but above this leakage must be expected, and that the 
loss of efticiency due even to a slight deposit of grease 
in the boiler was about 11 per cent. Brass and copper 
tubes were found to be more liable to leakage than steel 
and iron tubes, and, in consequence, brass and copper 
tubes, where used, are being replaced by steel tubes in 
the British service. 

The adoption of Belleville water tube boilers for some 
of the larger ships of the British Navy meets the dis- 
approval of eminent engineers, who believe that this 
boiler has not yet proved its superiority to the Scotch 
boiler as a steam generator for large vessels. ‘Two im- 
portant objections to water tube boilers which the Brit- 
ish Admiralty appears to have overlooked are the great- 
er coal consumption per indicated horse-power per hour 
as compared with cylindrical boilers and the greater 
number of foremen and coal passers required for a 

iven power. The new steamer Ohio, plying between 
Sew York and Hull, was equipped with 4 Belleville 
boilers, of 2,000 indicated horse-power, 6,000 square feet 
of heating surface and 192 square feet of grate urea. The 
first. voyage occupied 21 days at a speed ander 7 knots, 
the coal consumption being 19 tons per day, and suc- 
ceeding voyages showed equally unpromising results. 
Great trouble was experienced from leakage tubes, and 
the lack of economy has induced the company to order 
eylindrical boilers for a new steamer now under construc- 
tion. 

The adoption of Belleville boilers by the British Ad- 
miralty was severely criticised in Parliament last June, 
when it was urged that they were adopted without sufli- 
cient trial, and if they proved failures 25 vessels of the 
Navy would have to be supplied with new boilers. The 
Admiralty, nevertheless, held that the value of the boiler 
in getting up steam rapidly outweighed all other consid- 
erations. On this particulargpoint, however, Mr. James 
Howden, the eminent English engineer, contends that 
the difficulty with water tube boilers in maintaining 
steam for a period with the engines at rest is so great, 
owing to the small quantity of water they contain, their 
large grate surface and their small steam room, that it 
becomes necessary to remove fires, let down steam and 
have the fire bars recoaled and ready for lighting. It 
follows, therefore, that ships with water tube boilers ly- 
ing at anchor are always found unprepared, while those 
with cylindrical boilers are ready to move at a few min- 
utes’ notice. 

Col. N. Soliani, director of naval construction of the 
Italian Navy, is an advocate of the cylindrical boiler for 
all naval craft except torpedo boats. He recapitulates 
the advantages of cylindrical boilers as efficiency, sim- 
plicity of parts, firmness of bolted joints, durability, easi- 
ness of inside inspection, fitness to available space on 
board ships, small liability to derangement, possible con- 
eentration of large power in few boilers, so reducing 
number and complication of pipes and fittings, steadiness 
of action, by which water feed and steam pressures, are 
under easy control, facility of repair of the heating tubes 
under steam and adaptability for temporary use of sea 
waiter for supplementary feed. 

ol. Soliani thinks that for swift vessels of small di- 
mensions, designed for the use of torpedoes or special serv- 
ices, water tube boilers are a necessity; for certain 
classes of warships of large size water tube boilers are 
sometimes advantageous; for mercantile purposes and 
many classes of warships the water tube boilers are not 
suitable and the ecylindrieal boiler is preferable, and its 
continued employment is probable for a considerable 
time. Col. Soliani believes that there is a possibility of 
retaining the most valuable characteristics of the cylin- 
drical type, while securing increased efliciency and fitness 
to meet the exigencies of modern steaming, by means of 
arrangements of water tubes. 

In the use of liquid fuel, now constantly increasing in 
favor as a fuel for marine boilers, France is leading the 
avorid. All the vessels of the French Navy are to be 
fitted for burning this auxiliary fuel. The petroleum 
used is refuse oil of a yellowish color, comparatively 
odorless, and of the consistency of thin molasses. ‘The 
fuel is injected into the furnaces in the form of spray, 
which increases the intensity of the heat. This avoids 
the necessity of forced draft and the discomfort of the 
closed fireroom. The wear and tear on the boilers is less 
than that produced by forcing the draft. The experi- 
ence of the French shows that the ratio of petroleum to 
coal burned varies from 0.17 to 0.65, depending on the 
vessel, type of boiler, thickness of fire and degree of 
forcing required. 

By the use of petroleum, the speed may be increased 
from 8 to 13 knots in from 7 to 15 minutes, without ex- 
pénditure of coal. The larger vessels will carry from 60 
to 80 tons of the liquid fuel. A type of boiler for the sole 
use of petroleum has been designed by M. Seigle, and is 
under consideration by the French Navy Department. It 
is claimed for this boiler that complete and direct utiliza- 
tion of the heat is produced and rapid circulation of the 
water, and perfect combustion, the gases issuing from 
the smoke pipe being without trace of carbon monoxide. 
The single furnace is divided into a number of tubular 
telescopic furnaces, so as to increase the heating surface 
and consume the fuel regularly. The use of liquid fuel 
is increasing in Germany and Italy is introducing it into 
all her torpedo boats.

Ningpo, China, November, 1896. 

For the first time in over a year and a half, the Ma- 
chias is now in a port south of Shanghai. In the last 
eleven months and a half she spent six and a half in 
Chemulpo, the delightful health resort of the Orient, and 
no fault could be found with the health of the place, but 
other attractions than health are very conspicuous by 
their absence, and every one was heartily glad to leave 
the port of strong and high tides and immense stretches 
of mud flats. 

During the summer the Machias had a vacation of two 

months in Kobe and Yokohama, spending two weeks at 
the latter place. Of course, every one enjoyed Japan 
and the Japanese, and many were the regrets when Yo- 
kohama faded from our view. The two months made a 
delightful break in the cruise. On this trip the Machias 
averaged about eleven knots for the time she was_under 
way. For two nights she came to anchor in the Inland 
Sea, as no pilot was carried. 
: There had been_no guard at any of the legations in 
Seoul, except the Russian and Japanese, and there were 
but few Japanese troops around outside of their Lega- 
tion. The latter part of October several Japanese men- 
of-war came into port at various times, for the first 
time in many months. One had a Rear Admiral, another 
a Vice-Admiral, and the other a Prince, on board. One 
of the ships was the Matsushuma, the flagship of the 
Yellow Sea fight. The arrival of so many distinguished 
visitors was the occasion of great festivities with the 
Japanese in Chemulpo. All the houses and stores were 
decorated with flags and lanterns, and at the ends of the 
principal streets arches were erected and lines of stream- 
ers run from them. 

On Nov. 7, the Machias left for Chefoo, and had tar- 
get practice on the way, and arrived at Chefoo the early 
morning of the 9th. Her bottom was very foul, and 
she made only seven and a half knots, while making 
enough revolutions to go eleven knots with a clean bot- 
tom. 

_The Yorktown and the Olympia were there on her ar- 
rival, but they left that evening, one for the Yangste 
River and the other for Nagasaki. 

The Machias stayed at Chefoo until the 19th of No- 
vember, and then left for Ningpo, Wenchow, Foochow, 
Amoy, Swatow and Hong Kong. On the trip to Ning- 
po she sounded for a six-fathom shoal off Shantung 
Promontory, which had been reported on a previous trip, 
but this time it could not be found. Ningpo was reached 
on the 22d, after a very pleasant passage.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The new English first class battleship Cawsar, recently 
launched at Portsmouth, is described as being 390 feet 
long, 75 feet broad, with a draft of 27 feet and a dis- 
placement of 14,900 tons. This ship is to be provided 
with triple expansion engines and double screws, de- 
veloping ordinarily 10,000 horse-power, and a speed of 
16.5 knots, but may be increased to 12,000 horse-power 
with a speed of 17.5 knots per hour. The capacity for 
to be armed with 4 pairs of 12-inch guns. The vessel is 
to be armed with 4 kinds of 12-inch guns in barbette. 
12 2-inch rapid-fire guns, 16 12-inch, and 12 3-pound, and 
eight Maxim guns. Six searchlights, four torpedo tubes 
below the water line and one above, are added to the 
armament. ‘The sides of the ship will be protected by 
14-inch harveyized steel plates. 

With reference to the reported grounding of the U. 5. 
S. Boston near Chemulpo recently, which proved to be a 
baseless rumor, a letter reneived from Chemulpo, date 
Noy. 16, by the San Francisco “Report,” says: ‘The 
Boston went in through Flying Fish channel among 
sixty miles of islands, with the strongest tide of the 
month running, and at 1:30 anchored ten miles below 
Chemulpo to await next morning’s low water in order 
to be able to see where the mud flats lay, a very wise 
precaution. As the rise and fall of the spring tides is 
about thirty feet where steamers go at high water, pull- 
ing boats run aground at low water, it is absolutely nec- 
essary to learn the exact location of the flats. As the 
report that the Boston grounded was presumably sent 
to the United States, and as such a report is as unjust 
us it is baseless, you will be doing justice to a service 
which has trouble enough on general principles by con 
tradicting the story and giving the real facts.” 

A general court martial commenced on board the U. 
S. training-ship Constellation on Dec. 22 for the trial of 
two marines, one fifer and one apprentice. The twe 
marines were charged with being asleep on duty; the 
fifer for disobeying orders and apprentices for assault- 
ing a sergeant. The court was composed of Comdr. Geo.

The battleship Oregon, now at San Francisco, is fill- 
ing her bunkers with coal in order to be ready for a sea 
voyage. The Navy Department has not yet officially an- 
nounced where she is to be sent, but it is understood that 
her first destination will be Astoria, Ore., and that she 
will later go to the dry dock at Puget Sound, where her 
bottom will be examined and possibly the bilge keel 
which was originally designed for her will be attached. 
The Petrel, which went into commission on the 16th. 
under the command of Lieut. Comdr. E. P. Wood, is 
being fitted out at Mare Island for duty on the China 
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tation. It is expected that she will leave the yard in 
the course of two or three weeks. Her recent overhaul- 
ing has been very complete, and she is essentially a new 
poat. 

The new cruiser Brooklyn which has been at League 
jsland since she went into commission, will start on her 
frst official cruise Saturday, Dec. 26. She will go first 
to Newport, R. I., to receive her quota of torpedoes and 
thence to Brooklyn, where the citizens of that city will 
formally present to the ship a handsome silver service.

personnel, its resources have been as severely taxed as 
they have been during the one just closed, and yet, with 
the numerous calls made upon the organization, it has 
ably met them, and an incomparable record of service 
rendered is presented.. 

An active patrol of the coast line, rivers and_ harbors 
of the United States, especially on the sea, Gulf and 
Great Lakes, has been maintained, and in the perform- 
anee of this work the vessels of the service have cruised 
hin aggregate of 307,133 nautical miles; boarded and ex- 
amined 20.250 vessels of the merchant marine, of which 
number 645 were reported to the proper authorities for 
violation of the United States customs and navigation 
laws, incurring penalties in the sum of $210,994. During 
the year 67 vessels, with 694 persons on board, in actual 
distress, were assisted, the value of the vessels and their 
cargoes amounting to $1,011,807. The pecuniary value 
of the services thus rendered to the Government and to 
commerce represents a sum equal to $1,222,801, which 
is $287,801 in excess of the annual appropriation for the 
maintenance of the service. In aid of the Life-Saving 
Establishment, vessels of the service have cruised 6,681 
miles. The lives of 78 persons were saved, 60 of whom 
were actually taken from the water and rescued from 
drowning. ‘The lives of twelve others were saved from 
vessels capsized in a hurricane near Savannah, Ga., 
while five others were rescued after their escape from 
a wreck, where they were found in destitute condition. 

Under the head of special services the Secretary says: 

“Lieut. G. L. Carden, R. C. S., while in charge of 
the launch Scout, at Friday Harbor, San Juan Island, 
Washington, on Sept. 4, 1895, was appealed to by the 
civil authorities at that place for assistance in protecting 
from mob violence two men charged with murdér, who 
were threatened with lynching. Lieut. Carden responded 
to the eall of the authorities, received the prisoners on 
board his vessel, and held the mob at bay until his 
launch had steamed beyond their reach; conveyed the 
prisoners to Whatcom, Wash., and delivered them into 
the custody of the State authorities at that place.” 

During the severe hurricane that swept the coast in 
September last Ist Asst. Engr. George B. Maher, R. C. 
S.. in charge of the launch Tybee, at Savannah, Ga., 
with the erew of that vessel, rendered conspicuous ser- 
vice in saving the crews, twelve persons in all, of several 
vessels capsized in the river off Savannah. Capt. W. J. 
Herring, R. C. S., with the officers and crew of the 
steamer Morrill, rendered valuable aid during fourhours 
ef continuous labor in extinguishing a conflagration on 
the cotton wharves at Mobile, Ala., and saved the life 
of the master of the burning Swedish barkéntine Ver- 
dandi. Under the provisions of the act, approved March 
6. 1896, relating to the anchorage and movements of 
vessels in the St. Mary’s River, Michigan, rules and reg- 
ulations were formulated and promulgated, and the 
steamer Johnson, Capt. A. B. Davis, R. C. 8., com- 
manding, with a full complement of officers and men, 
was stationed in the St. Slasy's River, for the enforce- 
ment of the law during the season of navigation. The 
work has been performed in a most creditable and ef- 
ficient manner; the rules and regulations appear to have 
met every exigency, and vessel owners, masters and 
others interested in the vessel carrying trade of the 
great Northwest have freely expressed their apprecia- 
tion and praise of the manner in which the law has been 
put into operation. 

Of the Behring Sea fleet the Secretary says: 

The able captains and other officers and the faithful 
crews of the fleet have, under the skillful direction of 
the officers in command, met every emergency and are 
deserving of the highest consideration and _ praise. This 
fleet has cruised over 100,000 nautical miles, boarded 
and examined 116 different vessels, of which number 66 
were engaged in fur sealing. Of this latter number 54 
were British and 12 American. These vessels were 
boarded by the several cutters of the patrol fleet in the 
aggregate 340 times, and the boarding officers actually 
handled, counted, and_ scrutinized 46,900 seal skins. 
There were four British and three American vessels 
seized for violation of the fur-sealing regulations, all of 
which were disposed of in accordance with the law. 





It is not economical of consistent with good administra- 
tion to continue a practice of long standing, which, in 
the absence of remedial legislation by Con must 
continue to be followed, of laying out money on the old, 
—. and obsolete type of vessels which now compose 
the fleet. 

Very great benefit has resulted from the act approved 
March 2, 1895, under the provisions of which 39 officers 
were retired from active service because of the infirmi- 
ties of age and physical disabilities incurred in the’ line 
of duty. But the enactment referred to provided for 
those only who were incapacitated at the date of the 
approval of the act. There is now upon the calendar 
of the House, Senate Bill 1,461, the provisions of which 
meet my cordial approval, and I earnestly recommend 
that it be enacted into law at the earliest practicable 
date. The ordinary duties devolved upon the Revenue 
Cutter Service are fraught with greater risk of life and 
limb than that incurred by the Army or Navy in time of 
peace, while in time of war they are at least equal. 
therefore recommend that the law, section 4,741, Revised 
Statutes (act of April 18, 1814), be amended to read as 
follows: 

“The enlisted men of the Revenue Cutter Service of 
the United States, who have been, or may be, wounded 
or disabled while in the actual discharge of their duties, 
shall be entitled to be placed upon a pension list, under 
the same regulations and restrictions as are provided by 
law for enlisted men of the Navy.”

os THE REJUVENATED PETREL. 

Che Petrel, which was placed in commission at Mare 
Island Yard Dee. 10, under command of Lieut. Comdr. 
K. P. Wood, is one of the smallest vessels in the ser 
vice, but is especially fitted for cruising in the shallow 
rivers of China, where it is designed to send her. The 
ceremony of placing the vessel in commission was under 
the direction of Comdr. B. H. McCalla, Acting Captain 
of the Mare Island Yard in the temporary absence of 
Capt. A. S. Barker. Capt. MecCalla, as the representa- 
tive of Admiral Kirkland, turned the vessel over to 
Lieut. Comdr. Wood. The flag was then hoisted, the 
band played the “Star Spangled Banner,” the marine 
suard presented arms, the new commander read his 
orders from the Secretary of the Navy, and the cere- 
inony Was over, 


The Petre] arrived at Mare Island last spring and 
went out of commision May 20. Since then she has 
been completely overhauled and she is now a more 


effective vessel than at any time during her career. The 
Bureaus of Construction and Repair, Steam Eengineer- 
ing, Equipment and Ordnance, have all had a hand in 
repairing the vessel, and she is to-day undoubtedly 
equal to any vessel of her size afloat. She would have 
been ready for service many weeks ago if material w 
make the necessary repairs and alterations had been 
available. The greatest difficulty was to secure the 
proper timber for deck planking, and the delay was so 
aggravating that the matter was used by Chief Constr. 
Hichborn as an example of the hindrances with which 
the Navy Yard work has to struggle with owing to the 
lack of money to provide for a reserve supply. The 
work on the hull of the vessel has been very thorough; 
every square inch of service has been examined, cleaned 
and where necessary, repaired before painting. New 
decks have been laid fore and aft, and the gun tracks 
and other fittings returned to place after being oven. 
hauled. The magazines were stripped to the bulkheads 
and entirely refitted in accordance with modern practice, 
lhe sponsons, which were formerly low enough to allow 
some water to be shipped during a heavy sea, have been 
raised about sixteen inches, and fitted with swinging 
plates that will allow the guns to work freely in action. 

Much attention has been paid to the comfort of the 
officers and crew. The quarters of the former have been 
changed by increasing the size of their Staterooms, end 
the crew space has been made more commodious 
Among the more noticeable improvements are the new 
bridge and chart house. A new steering wheel has beep 
placed in position, a handsome new figure-head adda 
greatly to the appearance of the ship. ‘The topmaats 
and yards are entirely new, and the standing and run- 
ning rigging entirely renewed. The dynamos and their 
engines have been completely rebuilt; a new method of 
wiring and insulating installed. New truck lights have 
been added, and the Ardris system of electric signaling 
has been introduced, The guns in the main and second- 
ary batteries and their carriages have been placed in 
first-class condition, The armament of the Petrel e¢on- 
sists of four G-inch breech loading rifles and one 1- 
pounder rapid-fire, two 37-millimeters Hotchkiss revoly- 
ing cannon, and two Gatling guns. She was originally 
built in ISS87 by the Columbian Iron Works, of Balti- 
more, and was first commissioned Dec. 10, 1889. Her 
displacement is S02 tons; her length on load water line 
176 feet 3 inches; extreme breadth, 31 feet: mean “raft. 
11 feet 7 inches; and her speed is 11.79 knots, :

GOOD ADVICE FOR GUARDSMEN. 

Before the 1st Regiment, O. N. G., Nov. 27, Col. 
James Jackson, U. 8S. A., delivered an admirable address 
on “The National Guard; Its Purpose and Efficiency.” 
Considering the question as to what the National Guard 
should be to fulfill its mission and commend itself to the 
support of the people as a necessary part of the govern- 
ing. power, Col. Jackson said: “It should, in the first 
place, strive to forget all the traditions and practices of 
the old military organizations, which had brought them 
into disrepute, and endeavor to become a _ thoroughly 
military organization imbued with the military idea of 
devotion to duty and preparation for its demands; 
devoting its study and practice to those things 
which make an effective soldiery, when the need for 
their services is greatest; to the cultivation, as far as 
possible, of the science and art of war, with all its mod- 
ern improvements. ‘To this end something more is nec- 
essary than mere excellence in drill, and one of these 
things (undoubtedly the most important) is the cultiva- 
tion of discipline; that quality which makes it possible 
to use a number of men as one man, to make of an ag- 
gregation of men a single and effective weapon. 

“The drill is the kindergarten, the A. B. C, of the pro- 
fession of arms, and it might be perfect in a perfectly 
worthless organization. Drill is necessary, and accu- 
racy in drill must be attained as the means to an end; 
but discipline is the soul of an army, without which it 
is worthless, and having which makes all the difference 
between an effective force and an armed mob. In what, 
principally, does discipline consist? It consists in an in- 
telligent subordination of all the parts of a agers: or- 
ganization to the military will of its head, the code of 
laws established for its government and regulation, and 
a cheerful compliance with the requirements of drill, and 
all other instruction tending to make the military wea- 
pon effective. 

“A military force must be modified despotism se far as 
the military will (not the individual will) of its head is 
concerned, and the officer or soldier who opposes the will, 
or orders, of a commander, given in his legitimate 
sphere, or fails to support and carry out the laws and 
regulations governing a military force, is injuring the 
efficiency of the organization as a military weapon, and 
assisting to render it worthless to the body politic. The 
American system of electing all officers has greatly mil- 
itated against obtaining commissioned officers who would 
enforce its requirements, even when convinced of the 
necessity for doing so; but an army without discipline is 
absolutely worthless in this age of the world, and if 
we are to hold our own against jealous and hostile pow- 
ers or to prevent the disintegration of the republic from 
internecine ferment, the law-abiding and patriotic citi- 
zens must have effective military organization, even if 
at some cost of natural inclination, 

“The profession of arms is no child's play or evening's 
amusement, but a very important and serious business 
demanding much study and attention to become even 
tolerably proficient, and when we consider our unpre- 
pared condition, our lack of trained and disciplined sol- 
diers and paucity of arms and war materials of modern 
patterns, our indifference to the advancement of the 
world in this destructive art, and the constant possibility 
of a clash with European military powers, it would 
seem that we are living in a fool’s paradise and prefer 
the contentment of ignorance—with possibility of disas- 
terto the effort necessary for self-preservation. The 


organization of National Guards within the States is a 
wise, though necessarily limited, effort of thoughtful 
citizens to guard against our known helplessness in 
case of attack, and to prepare somewhat for very prob- 
able emergencies.” 


69, N. Y, COL. GEO. M. SMITH. 


Co. K, under command of Capt. McCarthy, held their 
regular weekly drill on Friday, Dec. 18, 1896. For the 
first time in over a year the company paraded but 12 
files. . But this was explained by tne fact that a number 
of the men are employed evenings just previous to the 
holidays. The company was formed at 8:30 P. M., and 
turned over in a snappy manner. The men were 
steady and attentive, and looked clean and neat. The 
distances were generally well kept, and the alignments, 
both in column of fours and line, were nearly faultless. 


Right forward, fours right was a model of precision, 
the second four executing its part to rfection. On 
right, and left into line was very good. The fronts into 
line could be improved if the rear fours would oblique 
at an angle of 45 degrees to the right, or left, as the case 
may be, before taking up the forward march. This will 
bring the fours, when opposite their places in line, 
abreast of the point where the leading four was when 
the command march was given. Then each four, after 
resuming the forward march, would have to march com- 
pany distance to the front before halting. Wheeling 
about by fours was very creditably executed. Wheel- 
ing from line into column, and from column into line, 
the fours preserved their unity in an excellent manner. 
It was noticed that whenever the command halt was 
given, each man halted at the same time, and the align- 
ments were always correct. We note this because in 
quite a few comparatively well-drilled companies there 
are always one or two men, and sometimes more, who 
take a step too far at the command halt, and, conse- 
quently, have to dress back, which largely detracts from 
the uniformity of a movement. The oblique marching, 
both in line and in column of fours, was very good, but 
not perfect in one or two cases. The files did not prop- 
erly cover their leaders. Company right and company 
left was very good, as was also the right and left turns, 
both from the halt and on the march. The manual of 
arms was very good—in fact, with the few exceptions 


noted above no adverse criticism can be made 
on the drill, and in regard to the above-men- 
tioned exceptions Capt. McCarthy took pains to 
corect each one as they occurred. Capt. McCarthy 


evidently follows the lines laid down by his predecessor, 
now Maj. Lynch, and if he sticks to it there is no reason 
why the company should not maintain its excellent 
standing of discipline and efficiency, for without any 
attempt to flatter, it must be said that if every officer 
and man in the old 69th would emulate the example set 
by: the senior major, the regiment would be a model or- 
ganization in every respect. 

Co. G also drilled on the same evening under command 
of Capt. Duffy, who is a son of Lieut. Col. Duffy, of 
this regiment. Sixteen files were present, and a very 
good drill was the result. The men looked neat and 
soldierly, and were attentive and silent in the ranks, 
and the company formation was promptly made. In re- 
gard to the mevements they were about the same as 
Co. K and executed in the same excellent manner. If 
ealled upon to decide which of these companies was the 
better, the most impartial judge would have a difficult 
task, for both are excellent companies, composed of 
good material and well officered, and are a credit to the 
69th, and also the National Guard of New York. ° 


9th NEW YORK—COL. W. SEWARD. 
The regimental court for the trial of Pvt. Jos. Woods, 


of Co. H, 9th Regt., presided over by Capt. William H. 
Morris, concluded its labors on the evening of Dec. 18, 


‘with the result that the charges brought against him 


by Lieut. Young were fully sustained, as he was found 
guilty of all three charges, and fined $5 for each of them. 
The charges were: Disrespect to superior officer; disobe- 
dience of orders, and conduct prejudicial to good order 
and military discipline. During the several sessions of 
the trial the prosecution produced ample testimony to 
prove the charges. In fact, the testimony of the ac- 
cused himself practically proved them. The strange 
part of the whole proceeding was the action of the Cap- 
tain in apparently condoning a breach of discipline on the 
part of a private who as the testimony proved, shouted 
from the ranks of the company to a sergeant that he 
must not obey the orders of a Lieutenant because the 
Captain was present in uniform, and the Lieutenant 
was not; and, despite these and other facts, the Captain 
could apparently see no breach of discipline and would 
not approve the charges. In the testimony at the last 
session of the court, the witnesses were all for the de- 
fense, and some curious ideas of discipline and subordi- 
nation were brought out. G. A. Laubach, of Co. H, in 
his testimony stated that he had heard Lieut. Young 
warn Woods to hurry up and fall in, but that he did not 
hear Woods say anything out of the way to the Lieuten- 
ant. He had heard Woods say to the Captain that 
Lieut. Young was not in uniform, and that Young had 
ordered the sergeant to mark him (Woods) late, and that 
Capt. Silsby had then ordered that Woods be marked 
“Present.” 1st Sergt. T. W. Lyon, who said he had 
been over nine years in the regiment, stated during his 
testimony that he would, in the event of a Lieutenant 
being present in civilian dress while the Captain was 
present, only take orders from the superior officer. He 
further stated he did not think that commissioned offi- 
cers had anything to say during roll call and before the 
company was formed and turned over to the C. O., and 
that the first sergeant was in command then. Pvt. 
Woods, when called, stated he was in the company room 
some thirty-five minutes before the company was formed, 
and that he had been warned by the Lieutenant to hurry 
up or he would be marked late. He also admitted he 
had replied to the Lieutenant that it was not necessary 
to put on his uniform as the assembly was not for drill, 
and consequently he did not consider it compulsory. 
Pvt. Woods also admitted that he reported late, and that 
instead of taking his place in the file closers as custom- 
ary, he took the place he would have done if he had re- 
»orted in proper time. He also admitted that as soon as 
1e learned the sergeant had marked him late, he told 
him to mark him present, and that he should not take 
orders from the Lieutenant as the Captain was present 
and in uniform. Later in the evening when Lieut. Young 
warned him that in the future he had better obey orders 
without question, or have charges preferred against him, 
Woods stated he told the Lieutenant to go ahead and pre- 
fer all the charges he liked. In answer to a question 
from the court Woods stated he should not consider it 
his duty to obey an officer not in uniform. The court in 
reviewing the case stated the charges and specifications 
had been very clearly proven, and that the accused had 
shown disrespect to a superior officer before the entire 


company. The court also explained that it is not ' 
form that makes an officer, but the commission yd ia 
and that subordinates must obey orders at all time 
from superiors, and if they consider themselves a 
grieved they can appeal in the proper manner. Th 
court considered the accused had committed a most fi, 
grant violation against military discipline, which, it sq) 
must be preserved at all times. The court found Wood 
“guilty of all the charges,” and he was fined $15, whi 
was the limit. The court stated it regretted it could ho 
pass a severer sentence. 


NEW JERSEY. 


We referred briefly on Dee. 12 to the report of Lieut}. 


M. W. Rowell, 10th U. S. Cav., on the Nationa! Gua 
of Néw Jersey, and give some further extracts this 
week. It is the annual report submitted to Maj. Ger, 
J. W. Fiume, the Division Commander, and not to the 
Secretary of War, as has been stated. The following ey, 
tracts from the report will be found of interest: 

“It was observed that the companies Possessing the 
most thorough understanding of the practical details of 
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guard duty were accustomed to leaving their armorie. 
and going outdoors to a field or park where a post of the 
guard and sentinels were established under more normal 
circumstances—such occasions also giving Opportunities 
for fresh air and the elimination by marching of the 
‘armory step.’ 
commanders, who are so situated as to take advantag 
of it, as one tending to relieve the routine and confusion 
of armory instruction and as one from which decide 
benefits are to be derived. 
derived in armory instruction by giving more atteytioy 
to the memorizing of general orders for all sentinels, 
These brief orders are the common sense of all guard 
duty, and an exact knowledge thereof is of fundamentaj 
importance.” 

Referring to “Military Courtesy,” Lieut. Rowell says; 
“In some sections there has been met a too ready in. 
clination on the part of some toward discussions upon 
affairs which rest solely and absolutely with command. 
ing Officers. Such discussions invariably conducted 
without a full understanding of all the conditions of the 
matter, are not only not military, but are of evil effect 
upon the discipline of a command and the interests of 
the service.” 

“It is believed,” the report continues, “that more in- 
struction in the armories and in camp could be given 
upon courtesies. Upon my visit to Co. D, 3d Regt., Capt, 
Kay, 1 found that it was the custom when an officer 
first entered the men’s quarters for some one to give thy 
command, ‘Attention!’ when all arose and stood in theg 
position of a soldier until the officer left the room, or 
commanded ‘Rest!’ Armory methods to such extent as 
company commanders may consider practical, and when 
in camp the limited use of the streets of company oflicers 
by the men, as well as the custom of all officers not mak- 
ing use of company streets unless on official business 
therein, would be of great benefit. In camp many men 
suffered when on guard, particularly in wet weather, 
from sore feet, the direct result of wearing a shoe, nar- 
row, With too thin a sole, and too light uppers. In case 
of active duty it is feared that a very large per cent. 
would from this cause be quickly incapacitated.” 
_Lieut. Rowell believes that more thorough, progres- 
sive and systematic instruction can be imparted in guard 
duty and military courtesy in a regimental camp than is 
possible in the encampment for brigade. 

The final recommendations are as follows: 

“Requirement of annual returns or records, subject to 
careful inspection, showing number of men, nature of 
and number present at drills. 

“Arrangements in camp whereby men may have their 
shoes blacked without charge. 

“The furnishing of each guard with a tank of ice wa- 
ter, and at night with an urn for coffee and a supply of 
sandwiches. 

“The messing of regimental and company officers at a 
table in the same building and upon the same fare as the 
men. The exclusion of all others than uniformed troops 
and reguiarly employed servants from the mess lulls. 
The reservation in the mess halls of a space for the de- 
tachment of the guard. This space to be properly pla- 
earded and all officers, non-commissioned officers and 
privates on guard to be required to eat there during/ 
their tours of duty. 

“A more thorough inspection of drills, roll calls, polie- 
ing of camp, etc. 

“Exclusion of all servants, except those absolutely nec- 
essary and bearing the written authority of the Com 
manding Officer from the limit of the guard lines. 

“The requirement of at least four drills per season 
by each company in guard duty. 

“The storage at home stations, when practicable, read) 
for instant distribution and use, of blankets, overcoats 
and knapsacks.” 

Brig. Gen. Bird W. Spencer, Inspr. Gen. of Rifle Prac- 
tice, in his annual report for 1896, has this to say con 
cerning a model military rifle for National Guardsmen 
“I have personally given the Krag-Jorgensen a two years’ 
test at Sea Girt, and have discussed its merits with off- 
cers of the National Guard of other States, as well as 
officers of the U. S. Army. I have visited the rifle 
ranges located at various posts of the U. S. Army, at 
Fort Niagara, Plattsburg, N. Y., and at Governors Is! 
and, N. I have this year witnessed the rifle practice 
of a portion of the troops at two of these places, all of 
which practice was had with the Krag-Jorgensen rifle. 
My conclusions on this subject lead me to the suggestion 
that a model military rifle for the National Guard is not 
accomplished in the Krag-Jorgensen, the Winchester, or 
the Savage rifles of a .30 caliber. he question then 
arises, What is the best rifle for the use of the National 
Guard of the various States? And, after a discussion of 
the subject with various officers and riflemen, I have 
come to the conclusion that a model military rifle for the 
use of the National Guard must first of all be a simple 
action, single-loader. It should be of .38 caliber, with an 
improved Springfield action, improved firing pin, strongeT 
breech block and a more rigid kam latch, using a < 
grain jacketed bullet, with an equivalent in nitro powder 
of 55 grains of black powder. This would provide 4 
rifle of moderate weight and one much more useful for 
drill purposes. It would also be much safer in the hands 
of new recruits. The recoil which now attaches to the 
Springfield .45 caliber would be, to a great extent, over- 
come in this proposed rifle, this being one of the diff- 
culties which instructors have to contend with, because 
new men become gun shy and sore at shoulder, from the 
use of the present Springfield. The Buffington sight 
could be adapted to it, with some changes, which would 
save the sight from injury. This rifle would be better 
adapted to mid-range shooting, as well as to the longer 
ranges, because the velocity, while not as great as the 
Krag-Jorgensen, would be much greater than the pres 
ent .45 caliber, and the projectile would be of sufficient 
weight to attain correctness. Such a rifle as this could 
be made a most accurate weapon.”

The Colonels of the 1st Brigade of Pennsylvania have 
submitted their annual reports. They give a general re- 
sumé of their organizations during the year and close 
their reports with recommendations and suggestions that 
if acted upon would increase the efficiency of the divis- 
ion.

CUPPS GOT OUT.

“There was an odd fellow, a Pennsylvanian, on our 
floor in Libby prison,” said Col. Richardson. “He was 
tall, angular, stoop-shouldered, and had the regular 
North Carolina dialect. Nearly everybody liked him and 
all talked with him. He had been a prisoner some time; 
his suit of blue had become a bunch of rags. By some 
means he managed to get a new suit of butternut-col- 
ored clothes, and after that we called him ‘Old North 
Carolina.’ One of the prisoners asked him when he was 
going to join his “Tar Heel’ regiment. 

“*You jest wait and watch.’ 

“In those days it was a common thing for citizens to 
accompany Maj. Dick Turner, who had charge of Libby 


prison, on visits to the prisoners. One afternoon half a 
dozen citizens of Richmond were with him, and when 
they marched out our “Tar Heel’ soldier fell in and went 
with them. He was standing by the door, in Maj. Tur- 
ner’s room when that officer, noticing him, asked, ‘Well, 
sir, what do you want here? 

“‘Oh, nothin’ in particular; jest thought I'd 
around the prison a little.’ 

“*Well, you can’t look around the prison a little, and 
you had better move on.’ 

“But Cupps—that was his name—stood there looking 
as innocent as a boy on his first visit to town, when Tur- 
ner lost his patience, and said: ‘Come, move on! Get 
out of here!’ and gave him a push into the street. 

“As Cupps passed out into the road where we could 
see him from our windows he took off his hat, made a 
low bow, and started on a gentle shamble out of town. 
He made his escape. After that there was a great de- 
mand for butternut suits, but no more could smug- 
gled into the prison.”
